St. Paul, Oct. 28.— Thomas Milton, 
founder of the Milton Dairy company 
and originator of the synonym for 
Minnesota, “ The 
Bread 
and 
Butter 
State,” is dead. 
He has been ill since 
early in August and his death was not 
unexpected. 
Mr. Milton was born in Hereford, 
England, fifty-one years ago. He came 
to St. Paul in 1882 and Dec. 12, 1888, 
established a retail dairy. 
Mr. Milton probably accomplished 
as much as any man in the state in 
putting Minnesota before the world as 
a great butter producing state.

1896 he carried off world honors in 
butter competition and he and the late 
Joseph S. Moody at that time coined 
the expression. “ Minnesota, the Bread i 
and Butter State,” which is known the 
world over.

bill, having for Its purpose the preven­ 
tion of sending money from one state 
into another, in reality meaning that 
big money centers w ill not be allowed 
to contribute to campaign funds out­ 
side of their own states, w ill possibly 
be further amended aud more restric­ 
tions added when it passes the house. 
Already the limitations on campaign 
expenditures show that congress lins 
determined that elections shall uot only 
be freed from fraud, but that they 
shall also be no longer influenced by 
money. 
The bill that has passed will 
not affect national committees, but will 
affect those who send contributions 
into various sections of the country, j 
It applies to individual senators and 
congressmen more than to the presi­ 
dential elections. 


Race Question Raised. 
Postm aster General Burleson would 
not have the slightest objection to 
having a race question raised concern­ 
ing his action in segregating the white 
and colored employees under the post 
office department so far as it affected 
him personally. 
Perhaps he would not i 
care to have the administration In- 1 
volved in a rare issue such as is im­ 
plied in the resolution introduced by 
Congressman Rogers of Massachusetts 
calling for the facts regarding the seg­ 
regation.

In order to prove that Greek soldiers 
were 
responsible for n 
number of 
atrocities against the Bulgarians in tile 
fighting last July t>etween Bulgaria 
and her former allies, Greece, Servla 
and Montenegro, there has been made 
public in Sofia extracts from letters 
written by Greek soldiers and officers 
to friends at home. These letters were 
captured In a mail bag of the Nine- 
j teenth regiment of the Seventh Greek 
; division by Bulgarian troops In the 
j vicinity of Razlog. 
They have been 
given out by the Bulgarian telegraphic 
j agency In pamphlet form. 
Each letter 
i is printed I ii facsimile of the original 
Greek, followed by a translation In 
J French, which gives the dates and the 
names signed to each communication. 
The first letter In the pamphlet is 
dated July ll and the last July 15. 
Extracts from some of these commu­ 
nications of Greek soldiers mid officers 
follow: 
“We have burned nil the villages 
abandoned by the Bulgarians. 
They 
burned the Greek villages and we the 
Bulgarian villages. 
They massacre, 
we massacre, and the Mannlicber has 
operated against every member of this 
dishonest nation who has fallen into 
our hands. 
Out of 1,200 prisoners that 
we took at Nigrltn only forty-one re­ 
mained In prison, and everywhere we 
went we have left no root of this rare." 
Another letter from a sergeant says: 
"W e burned the two villages of Dou- 
tllli and Bantlza ami put everything to 
the bayonet or the flame, making ex­ 
ception only of women, children and 
old people and churches. 
We did all 
this without pity and without grace." 
A very brief extract is given from 
the letter Nico Theophllatos sent to 
Deinetre Ohr. Tslgnrldi, at Mexlata. 
under date of July ll. 
Nieo writes: 
"They gave me sixteen prisoners lo 
take to division headquarters, and I 
turned In only two. 
The others were

The archives of the United States 
treasury are rich w ith relics. 
In tile 
files of the office of tile auditor of the 
treasury departm ent may be seen the 
canceled check showing the paym ent 
to L afayette in 1824 of $200,000 by tin* 
United States "in consideration of his 
services and sacrifices in the w ar of 
the Revolution.” 
W illiam II. C raw ­ 
ford, then secretary of the treasury, 
signed tile w arrant, and in the char­ 
acteristic French handw riting on the 
reverse is the indorsem ent of L afa­ 
yette. 
A canceled check or w arrant 
for $15,000,000 represents the paym ent 
for the Louisiana purchase under the 
treaty of 1803. 
The purchase under the treaty, char 
toter!zed at the tim e as “ Sew ard's fol- 
| ly,” of Alaska is evidenced by n w ar­ 
rant for $7,200,000, signed by F. E. 
Spinner, who a t the tim e was secre­ 
tary of tile treasury. 
The wording of 
the w arrant begins and runs, “ Pay to 
th e undersigned envoy extraordinary 
and m inister plenipotentiary of his 
m ajesty the em peror of all the Rus- 
sias.” 
This w arrant called for pay 
ment in coin and was so paid through 
tho Biggs bank, then a private bank­ 
ing institution of W ashington, after 
being Indorsed by Edw ard de Stoecke. 
the Russian m inister a t th a t time. 
The purchase of the Philippine Is 
lands from Spain is represented in the 
im portant financial transactions of the 
governm ent by four w arrants of $5.- 
000.000 each. 
As a treaty cannot lie 
entered into by one country directly 
w ith one w ith which it is a t war. the 
w arrants wore indorsed by Jules Cara- 
bon, the French m inister, who had del­ 
egated authority to represent th e Span­ 
ish governm ent. 
The Panam a canal purchase repre­ 
sented the largest financial transaction 
of the governm ent. 
The paym ent was 
m ade by a common draft, payable to 
“J. Pierpont Morgan A- Co., special dis- i ^ 
burking agent.” through whom it w as 1 
puid to the French company, the for­ 
m er owner. The late J. Pierpont Mor­ 
gan him self indorsed the draft. 
A 
short tim e previous there had been ls- 
sued a w arrant for $10,000/(0 0, cover­ 
ing tile cost of th e canal zone, an area 
of ten miles on each side of the canal. 
As these canceled checks are held as 
receipts, it could happen, in case of 
their loss, th at the governm ent m ight 
not be able to show th a t the moneys 
w ere actually paid. 
Not less Interesting as relics are “Ac­ 
counts—G. W ashington with the U nit­ 
ed States, commencing June, 1775. and 
ending June. 1783. com prehending a 
space of eight years.’’

ing of the great American 
patriot. 
These accounts w ere mostly kept while 
he was on the march, but they were 
brought up w ith great accuracy from 
day to day.
